El Segundo Controversy Splits City Coun 


Survey 
Request 
Is Denied

Although many controver­ 
sial matters have been before 
Palm Springs City Council in 
the past few years, none has 
been more argumentive than 
last night’s attempt to have 
the city engineering depart­ 
ment do the engineering of El 
Segundo Road without cost to 
the adjacent Indian land own­ 
ers. 
In a surpsie move that was not 


announced prior to 
last night s 


council session, City M anager Dan 


W agner read a letter from a group 


of representative* of local Indiana 


asking for the engineering and su r­ 


veying of E l Segundo, from T ah 


qu its D rive to Ramon Road, for 
paving, cu rb s and gutters. They 
said that they would do the paving 
of the road. 


COUNCILMEN GEORGE Beebe. 
M ary C arlin, 
and 
E arle 
Strebe 
c a st votes against the issue, say ­ 
ing that they did not believe that 
the Indians should be "favored” 
o v er other landowners in town. 


T heir attitude: "I d o n 't think w e 
should approve the 
spending 
ol 
taxp ay ers m oney for tha improva- 
m en t of the road.” 


But the question w aa tied in the 
vo te, with Councilmen Frank Bog- 
e rt, H arry Paisley and Ted M c­ 
K inney voting in favor of the p ro j­ 
ect. Councilman K enneth K i r k 
w as absent from the meeting. 


MAYOR BOGERT. w ho heavily 
questioned th e "thinking of some 
o f the council on this very vital 
issu e.” said that they didn't know 
th a facts and should look into them 
v e ry carefully. "G etting the In­ 
d ians together to do a job like this 
h as been v ery difficult,** said the 
m ayor, "an d many m en represent 
ing the Indians as w ell as Judge 
H ilton M cCabe have been working 
diligently to clean up a bad situa 
tiofi in the can ter af P alm Springs.' 


Tha m ayor said that the paving 
of a new road through this part 
of Section 14. would virtually elim 
m ate Palm Springs slum s and up 
g rad e the southwest q u arter sec 
tion to good m ajor development. 


BOGERT EXPLAINED that 47 
p e r cent of Palm Springs crim t is 
traceab la to this q u arter section 
and m ost recently P alm Springs 
police officer Gale Eldridge was 
shot and killed by a robbery sus 
pect in the center of this district. 


The city of Palm Springs con 
tribution to th is project would run 
approxim ately $4,000 to $5,000 in 
tim a expended by city engineers 
in surveying and blueprinting the 
ro ad through the section. 


THE MAYOR ALSO pointed out 
that this particu lar section of town 
w as being cleared as of March oi 
this year, "an d unless a road is 
planned and installed in the sec­ 
tion. there is little chance that the 
cleaning up of the are a will be 
accom plished. 


Palm Springs attorney R o b e r t 
Schlesinger represented the group 
who proposed the project, and his 
presentation to 
the 
council was 
supported by Art Greenfield, who 
represents m any of the local In 
dians. 


COUNCILMAN TED McKinney, 
in backing the proposed project, 
said that he believes that the peo 
pie of Palm Springs have voiced 
th eir stand on participation of the 
im provem ent of this section when 
th ey backed ‘'overwhelmingly” the 
paving of Tahquitz D riva through 
the section. 
The council denied the request 
by virtue of the tie (3-3) vote, 
but the subject m a y .b e returned 
to the council at a futura meeting.

A Two-Party Question

IN SOME DISMAY, the GOP 
press tide did what he could to 
Save the situation.

They wanted 
tb talk with a high-standing Re­ 
publican? Would the Vice Presi­ 
dent leave his seat to see them? 
Yes. indeed, he would — .and 
did. 


The parallel, of course, is not 
perfect, because Goldwater was 
debiting and Nixon merely pre­ 
siding But Goldwater was tak­ 
ing a tough unpopular, impolitic 
position against the raising and 
extension of Minimum 
Wage. 
And Nixon was soon telling the 
five callers what he was to say 
many times during the campaign 
—that he wanted conservative

As of that 
day and hour, one man was the 
statesman and tha other ,a poli­ 
tician. 


AMONG DEMOCRATS: Presi­ 
dent Kennedy's first official act 
was to double the Federal hand­ 
out of food to the Americen 
needy, end a few days later he 
moved to increase the disposal 
of American food to foreign na­ 
tions 
Well, the distinction here is 
more clear-cut than in the Re­ 
publican example above. It is 
certainly good politics on several 
counts to give food to the needy 
at home end abroad. But it is 
going to take inspired states­ 
manship when a time cornej­ 
as it inevitably must — to de­ 
crease. suspend or abolish these 
shipments. 


LAST SPRING, in the crucial 
primary campaign which virtual­ 
ly sealed his nomination. Mr. 
Kennedy vowed to "do some­ 
thing" about Weat Virginia and 
other depressed areas. It hap­ 
pens that I was with him io that 
State and came home, as he did. 
with a feeling that the Federal 
food shipments to the n e e d y 


were pretty skimps’ and impala- 
table.

It is 
one thing to put people on Fed­ 
eral rations — something else to 
take them off. Already there ere 
news stories of needy Americans 
publicly complaining b e c a u s e 
they received rice but no beans, 
bread flour but no pork. 
The lews on food disposal are 
so broad that Agriculture Sec­ 
retary Freeman could "f i n d” 
turkeys end cranberries, b e e f- 
steaks and potatoes, to be in sur­ 
plus production — and c o u l d 
have these luxuries shipped into 
the States as a feast for those in 
need. It is * little more difficult, 
but not maeh, for Food f o r 
Peace Administrator McGovern 
to move tax-supported surpluses 
to non-Americans oversees. 


BUT THE MONEY end the 
topsoil are not inexhaustible The 
agriculture policies of growing 
too much for too little profit are 
inexcusable. The trade policies 
of causing free goods to com­ 
pete with ■ priced goods 
a r e 
economically indefensible 
The statesman in Mr Kenned, 
will ahine forth when he undoes 
whet he has now started to do 
about food.

Post) was first with this general 
idea. Laurent dug out of the rec­ 
ords the fact that Kennedy quali­ 
fied as a professional TV ques­ 
tion answerer long before he and 
Nixon met in the mis-called de­ 
bates of the 1960 campaign 


KENNEDY’S CAREER as 
a 
TV panel pigeon began on NBC's 
Meet The Press when the Presi­ 
dent was in the House of Rep 
rtsentatives. ‘ He has appeared 
more often — eight times — on 
tha’ program than has any other 


pigeon. 
Kennedy challenged and met 
Henry Cabot Lodge in a TV de­ 
bate in 1952 when the former 
sought and won Lodge's Senate 
seat. He was five times on CBS' 
Face The Nation, twice on ABC's 
College News Conference, one of 
more times on the Paar show, 
Laurent said there had been a 
scattering of other TV appear­ 
ances. 


SO KENNEDY WAS l o a d e d 
with experience when he met 
Nixon during the campaign on 
the TV screen As President of 
the United States. Kennedy in­ 
tends to add to his TV experi­ 
ence. He began this week with 
e live televised news conference. 
If Nixon Rockefeller, Goldwa­ 
ter and others do not believe this 
accumulation of experience will 
give Kennedy an advantage over 
any less experienced person in 
1964, they probably will have to 
learn about it the hard way. 


THERE WAS SOME d o u b t 
after the November election that 
Kennedy would submit himself, 
as President to TV debate or 
questioning in 1964. His brother. 


Bobby, thought he might not. 
To do so would give the opposi­ 
tion 
candidate 
an 
advantage 
which, in I960, accrued to Ken­ 
nedy. 
• Merely by entering the TV 
campaign 
competition 
in 
last 
year's 
campaign. 
Nixon 
gave 
Kennedy — for free—advertising, 
identity and opportunity all of 
which is believed to have con­ 
tributed to Nixon's defeat and 
KenndBy's election. As a Presi­ 
dent campaigning for reflection, 
Kennedy would be giving his op­ 
ponent 
similar 
advantages 
if 
they met before the TV cameras. 


THESE ADVANTAGES would 
shrink toward nothing, however, 
if Kennedy's experience enabled 
him to out-shine. out-smart and 
out-maneuver his opponent And 
that is the way it is likely to be 
unless the Republians insist that 
their potential candidates make 
themselves expert TV pigeons. 
If Nixon. Rockefeller and Gold­ 
water are serious about 19*4, 
they would be wise to sign up 
for any TV pigeon trainee pro­ 
gram that may be open.

By GEORGE LAINE 
Siapstick comedy will live as 
long as two people can stage it 
and one person can observe it, 
says Bud Abbott, one of the few 
survivors of the art. 
Survivor of the long-time favor­ 
ite act of Abbott and Costello, Bud 
beamed a smile when the subject 
of his new act was brought up 
for discussion. Candy Candido, who 
quite a reputation off his kiddie 
TV show back east, linked forces 
with Bud in a new team called, 
reminiscently. Abbott and Candido. 


"HE*S A GREAT little g u y,” 
said Bud, over coffee, lox and 
bagels in the Rivier’s c o f f e e 
shop. “ Sometimes he makes me 
think of Lou.” 
The act is substantially the same 
format for Bud as was his routine 
with Costello. He tries to get vari­ 


ous messages across to Candido 
without notable success and winds 
up by slapping 
his 
teammate 
around. About that slapping . . . 
“Candy doesn't exactly like it,'* 
explained Bug. “but he’s a show­ 
man.

THE EFFEC TIVENESS of their 
slapstick can best be gauged by 
the reactions Candy and Bud get 
around the country. After one ho­ 
tel engagement, a man accosted 
Bud and asked him: 
“Why don’t you leave the little 
■guv alonq?" 
Bud recalls that he thoutht the 
guy was going to take a punch 
at him. 
“That's what slapstick comedy 
does,” he said. “It creates sym­ 
pathy for the underdog. 
"And I’ve got to be the villain.” 


ABBOTT, WHO HAS f i n a l l y 
ironed out his difficulties with the 
Department of Internal Revenue, 
admits that the revenooers are 
one bunch of people who failed to 
give him any laughs. 
Most of us can recall how the 
government cracked down on both 
he and Costello in such high-hand­ 
ed fashion, completely disregard­ 
ing the fact that the Treasury De­ 
partment that was doing the indig­ 
nant act was the same short- 
memory gang who stamped out a 
special award for Bud and Lou in 
1945, the year they helped raise 
$78-million in War Bond sales. 


"THERE ARE EIGHT points 
of humor.” reflected Bud, “and 
that’s all. There’s nothing new, 
just rehashes of the same situa­ 
tions.
